Miss Echols’s strange disappearance 
caused a great deal of anxiety to her 
mother and relatives and friends and all of 
Wednesday night there were fears ihat 
~Miss Echols had been spirtted away by a 
rufian or had got lost in the woods about 
Austell and Lithia Springs. She left no 
word with her mother that she intended to 
visit Atlanta and when she left Mrs. 
Echols's cottage beyond the Swee:water 
Park hotel that afterncon to visit the 
springs between Lithia and Austell Mrs. 
Echols thought her daughter would return 
before dark.

The searchers could find no trace of Miss 
Echols and they wefe compelled to send 
unfavorable reports to the anxious mother 
and friends at the summer cottage waiting 
to hear from the party. Every grove and | 
spot within a great distance of the springs 
and Austell was visited and searched and 
the searchers kept up their work nearly 
all night, but were not rewarded for their 
Vigilance.

DISPENSERS SHORT IN ACCOUNTS 


Sensation Sprun by South Carolina’s 
Board of Control. 

Columbia, S. C.. July 8&—A_ shortage 
amounting to $15,000 of the moneys due by 
county dispensers of the state were brought 
to light by the dispensary board of control 
today. 

The books are in such-a state that no re- 
port can ‘be made of amount of the short- 
ages, but it is probable that the total sum 
will be much larger. For the period  be- 
tween March 28, 1895, and November 30, 1896, 
the shortage is $12,702.82. Examination re- 
veals the fact that the bonds given by the 
dispensers who have fallen behind in their 
accounts are in each case worthless, and 
that no steps have ever been taken to 
punish any of the offenders. 

This showing has created a sensation.

CONFEREES IN CONSULTATION 


First Meeting of Those Entrusted win 
Tariff Bin. 


IN SENATE COMMITTEE ROOM 


Went To Work at Once with a Will. 
Prediction That a Report Will 
Be Shortly Made. 


Washington, July 8.—The first meeting of 
the conferees of the senate and the house 
on the tariff bill began at 2:40 o’clock to- 
day in a committee room of the senate. 
The meeting was attended by both the re- 
publicans and deocrats; constituting the 
conference committee from both houses, 
end was a formal one. 

The democratic members of the confer- 
ence remained less than ten minutes. They 
withdrew cn the intimation of the repub- 
licans that they desired an opportunity to 
reconcile their differerces before consulting 
the dececrats. 

Th> republican members of the confer- 
ence remained tozether until after 6 o’clock, 
devoting themselves assiduously to an ad- 
justment of the differences between the 
two houres. ‘Contrary to the usual prac- 
tices, which is to regard the first meeting 
as informal and not intended for serious 
business, they plunged into the work and 
made excellent progress.. The representa- 
tives of the house were found to be excel- 
lently informed upon all the changes made 
and also to be so: familiar with the rea- 
sons for making them as to render deétalled 
explanation on the part of the senators un- 
necessary. 

This happy condition facilitated work to 


a remarkable degree and led to the conclu- 


sicn that. the conference Would be of com- 
paratively brief duration, The members of 
the house were also found to be in the 
main willing to concede much on account 
of the peculiar conditions existing in the 
senate, but while generally apparently will- 
ing to accept increases made to insure the 
passage of the bill throu sthe senate, they 
were not so willing to concede the reduc- 
tic ns. 
Conference Will Meet Today. 

The conference will reconvene at 9:30 to- 
morrow. The members of the conference 
refused absolutaly to give out the details 
of the proceedings, having entered into @ 
peneral pledge to this end. 

This undestanding was reached because 
of the conviction that any revelation of the 
rates agreed upon would add immeasurably 
to the work of the conferees by bringing 
down upon them the remonstrances of 
those whose wishes were not met in the 
adjustment. 

Senator Jones, of Nevada, silver repub- 
lican, sat with the republicans after the 
democrats left. The conference will meet 
daily at 9:30 a. m. and continue in session 
until € p. m., with an hour for lunch. They 
will reassemble after dinner and continue 
in session until 11 o'clock. It is expected 
tnat this will ennable them to report the 
till back by Wednesday of next week. It 
is understood that agreements reached as 
the conference progresses will be consider- 
ed as tentative and then upon the last cay 
they will be bunched and agreed to. 

This will be done in order to prevent the 
action of the committee on each amend- 
ment from becoming public and probably 
causing renewed pressure from the inter- 
ests affected.

SENATOR HARRIS 


HAS PASSED AWAY 


After an Illness of Many Weeks Death 
/ Relieved His Suffering. 


HE HAS BEEN SINKING SLOWLY 


It Was Seen This Morning That He 
Could Never Rally. 


HIS CAREER A MOST REMARXABLE ONE 


Was in the Senate Chamber Some Time 
Ago, but Was So Weak He Had 
To Be Removed. 


Washington, July 8.—Senator Isham G. 
Harris, of Tennessee, died at his residence 
here a few minutes before 5 o'clock this 
afternoon. The senator had been growing 
constantly weaker for several days past, 
the intense summer heat which has pre- 
vailed greatly debilitating him’ and no 
doubt hastening his end. 

There were times when he weuld rally 
slightly, which gave his family hopes that 
he would be able to regain strength suf- 
ficiently to be removed from the city, but 
his vitality kad become toc much exhausted 
to withstand the strain. 

This morning the senator revived some- 
what but only temporarily. During the 
afternoon he sank rapidly and passed t.way 
peaceably. There were present at his bed- 
side when death came his son, Mr. Edwin 
K. Harris, and the latter’s wife; Repre- 
sentative Benton MeMillin, of Tennessee; 
Miss - Polk, from his native state, and the 
members of the household where the sena- 
tor had lived for some time. Another son, 
Charles H. Harris, not realizing that death 
Was so near, had left the house a short 
While before death came. 

The third son, James E. Harris, residing 
in Tennessee, is ¢xpected to arrive in the 
city tomorrow, and a fourth, isham G. 
Harris, Jr.. is nuw on his father’s ranch 
and stock t-rm.at Abilene, Tex., and prob- 
ably will meet the funeral train when it 
reaches Memphis, where the interment will 
be made. 

Senator Harris was last tn the senate 
chamber about ten days ago, but he was 
unable to stay for any length of time and 
had to be taken home in a carriage. Dur- 
ing the past six months the senator had 
been able to attend to his duties only at 
intervals, having been away from the city 
Several times endeavoring to recuperate. 

Senator Harris had almost completed his 
Seventy-ninth year, having been born in 
February; 1818, and first became a member 
of congress in 1849. His congressional career 


thus began earlier than that of any mem- | 


ber of either house and antedating Senators 
Morrill and Sherman seven years and Hon. 
Galusha H. Grow, now a member of the 
house from Pennsylvania, by one year. Mr. 
Harris had when he was elected to the na- 
tional house of representatives already be- 
come a man of state reputation in Tennes- 
having the year previous served as 
presidential elector on the democratic 
ticket and two years before been elected a 
member of the legislature of the state. 
Mr. Harris represented the ninth Tennessee 
district in congress for two terms, ending 
in 18538, when he declined a renomination. 
He then moved to Mefmphis, where he has 
Since resided. He was engaged in the 
practice of law until 1857. with the Inter- 
ruption necessary to allow him to become 
a presidential elector in 1856. He was 
three times in Succession before the war, 
beginning in 1857, elected governor of his 
state, and serving in that capacity when 
the war broke out. He took a pronounced 
stand for the southern confederacy, and 
was known as one of the eouthern war 
governors. The vicissitudes of the conflict 
rendered a frequent change of residence 
necessary and he was often with the army 
in the field. He attached himself at differ- 
ent times to the staffs of Generals Albert 
S. Johnston, Joseph EK. Johnston, Beaure- 
guard and Bragg. Albert S. Johnston fell 
from his horse into Senator Harris’s arms 
when he received his death wound. After 
Lee's surrender Mr. Harris was one of a 
small party of political refugees who 
escaped to Mexico, going across country 
on horseback. Parson Brownlow, who had 
become the militarv governor of Tennessee, 
offered a large reward in a characteristic- 
ally worded poster for the capture of his 
predecessor, but the latter remained ab- 
sent from the country until his return was 
safe. He remained in Mexico, for several 
months, going thence to England, where 
he resided until 1867, when he returned to 
Memphis and resumed his practice of law. 
Mr. Harris was allowed to follow the pur- 
suits of a private citizen until 1877, when 
he was elected to the United States senate, 
defeating Hon. L. lL. Hawkins, repubilican.

LAUGHS AT THE AX 


Makes His First Statement Con- 
cerning Nashville Meeting, 


HE WILL STAND BY SILVER 


That Plank Must Not Be Deserted by his

NASHVILLE COMMITTEE MAY WORK 


And Its Labors Will Be Acceptable So 
Long as It Strives for the Par- 
ty’s Upbuilding—Regards 
the Conference as 
Legitimate. 


Washington, July 8.—(Special.)—None of 
the populist leaders in congress ‘would 
discuss the Nashville conrerence and its 
acts until the full reports ort the work of 
the conference reached here today. 
The northerm newspapers have paid very 
little attention to the affair, and their 
reports of the proceedings were exceeding- 
ly meager. 

In view of this fact, Senator Butler, wko 
is naturally the spokesman for the com- 


mittee of which he is chairman, has de- 


tonight to give any expres- 
sion of opinion concerning the action 
taken at Nashville. The general tendency 
among populist senators and representa- 
tives has all the time been that while it 
was all right for the members of the 
party, when they chose to do so to con- 
fer, no action they could take would be 
binding upon amybody or would affect the 
party at large. As Senator Allen, of Ne- 
braska, who is regarded by many as the 
ablest man in the party, said this even-ng: 
“Oh, there is nothing official about that. 
Their acts are simpiy those of individuais.” 

Further than that he said he did not 
care to discuss the conference. I found 
Senator Butler more communicative. He 
had not seen a copy of the manifesto and 
resolutions until I showed it to him, Af- 
ter reading it carefully, he said: 

“There is much in the resolutions that 
I indorse. So far as the creatia: of @ 
committee to push forward organization 
is concerned, that is all right. Just 80 
lcag as the committee works toward build- 
ing up the party upon populist lines, well 
and good. As for issues, the populist par- 
ty is rot a party of a single idea, but is 
a broad nationa! party. If, however, there 
is any purpose J1 the resolutions adopted 
at Nashville to relegate the fimancial ques- 
tion to the background, that effort will 
fail, just as all similar efforts by politi- 
cians of other parties have failed.” 

“The reports seem to indicate that the 
men who drew the resolution endeavor to 
make the restoration of silver secondary 
to opposition to trusts,” I said. 

“Of course opposition to trusts is one of 
the cardinal features of our platform,” said 
Senator Butler. “We know that with an 
increasing and adequate volume of money 
in the country such as would result from 
the reopening of the mints to the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver would be the 
most effective method possible of killing the 
trusts. Nine out of every ten of them 
would die. The contraction of the currency 
is one of the principal causes for the exis 
tence of the trusts. As long as the present 
financial conditions exist,, no amount of 
anti-trust laws will have any practical ef- 
fect. You carmpot kill nutgrass by cutting 
off the tops. 

“You-must strike at the roots, and the 
most effectual way to remedy the evil of 
trusts is to strike at the legislation which 
has been bringing about the contraction 
of the currency and. the constant apprecia- 
tion of the standard of value. increased 
the power of money and made trusts potent 
factors in the land.”

Washington, July 8&—The house today 
e6ent the tariff bill to conference. Chairman 
Dingley, Bayne of New York, Dalzell of 
Pennsylvania, Hopkins of Illinois. Grosve- 
nor of Ohio, Batley of Texas, McMillin of 
Tennessee and Wheeler of Alabama, dem- 
ocrats, were appointed conferees. The pro- 
ceedings were in no wise sensational. 

A lively incident occurred immediately 
after the reading of the journal. Mr. Lew- 
is, democrat, ofWashington, was on his 
feet clamoring for recognition as soon as 
the journal had been approved, but the 
chair announced a message from the sen- 
ate. Amid a burst of applause from the 
republican side, Secretary Cox, of the sen- 
ate, announced the passage ‘of house Dill 
$9 (the tariff) with sundry amendments 
upon which the senate requested a con- 
ference. 

Mr. Dalzell and Mr. Lewis both claimed 
the attention of the chair as soon as the 
message from the senate had been read. 
Mr. Dalzell had a special order from the 

committee on rules to present, and the 
speaker was disposed to recognize it. Mr. 
Lewis demanded to be heard on a matter of 
the highest privilege, affecting the integrity 
of the house. 

At last the chair decided to hear Mr. 
Lewis, who proceeded in an excited man- 
ner to declare that the house was a dis- 
organized body without legality and that 

. constitutionally it was dissolved. He con- 
| tinued amid many interruptions and calls 
for the regular. order. 

The speaker put an end to Mr. Lewis’s 
speech by ruling that he had not presented 
a question of privilege. ‘The gentleman 
having stated his proposition, namely, that 
this is not a house,” said the speaker, “the 
chair rules that he does not present a ques- 
tion of privilege.’’ 

Mr. Lewis attempted to appeal, but the 
chair declined to entertain the appeal. Mr. 
Lewis then subsided ana Mr. Dalzell of- 

‘fered the special order agreed upon by the 
committee on rules.

RAILROADS GRAB 
ALL THE GOAL 


Confiscating Orders Have Been Issued by 
the Companies. 


CONSTERNATION IN CHICAGO 


Manufacturers Find Themselves With- 
out Fuel. 


SOFT COAL JUMPS FORTY CENTS PER TON 


Seizure of Coal Is Made Under Recent 
Desision of Court—Execution of 
Order Caused Confusion. 


Chicagd, July 8.—Railroad companies is- 
sued today orders to confiscate all coal be- 
ing carried over their lines. 

The order carried confusion in its execu- 
tion and local companies who expected ‘to 
receive special shipments to meet the de- 
mand of the day were thrown on their re- 
sources to overcome the difficulty. 

In addition to the confiscating order, the 
price of common soft coal jumped 40 cents 
a ton, while the soft screenings were rated 
at just double their customary value. 

Fully 15,000 carloads from the mires in 
southern Illinois were confiscated by the 
railroad companies. The seizure is made 
because of a recent supreme court opinion 
which says that in case of strikes the rail- 
road companies have the right to confiscaté 
any coal on its property regardless of the 
consignee. 


MINERS IN PITTSBURG DISTRICT 


They Seem to be Gaining Strength and 
Are Highly Elated. 

Pittsburg, Pa., July 8.—The close of the 
third day of the miners’ strike finds the 
diggers gaining strength rapidly in the 
Pittsburg district, elating the officials and 
men correspondingly. The net result of the 
struggle up to date, as gleaned from un- 
biased, as well as from partisan sources, is 
about as follows: 

Nineteen thousand men idle; an almost 
total suspension of work in the mines along 
the Monongahela river; suspension practi- 
cally total on the Wheeling division of 
the Baltimore and Ohio railroad, only about 
fifty men working there; all of the rail- 
road mines closed down witb the exception 
of the M. A. Hanna & Co. mines along 
the Pan Handle, the New York and Cleve- 
land Gas Coal Company and a few individu- 
al mines which can have but little effect on 
the situation. 

The Hanna mines fiave about one-third 
of their usual number of men at work, and 
this slight inerease over yesterday appears 
to be the only advantage the operators 
have gained. The coming out of the men 
along the Baltimore and Ohio is a decided 
victory for the miners, because these men 
were working under an ir@nclad agreement 
and by their loyalty to thair brethren for- 
feit $8,000 in wages which the company 
holds out. The situation as tg the supply of 
coal cannot be called seriOus as yet, be- 
cause there are from 12,000,000 to 15,000,000 
bushels of the black diamonds in stock 
at the various pools along the river which

@ At least that is a part of the conversa- 
tion Mr. Pelky is reported to have had 
with his daughter before taking~-his de- 
parture for Fitzgerald. It is known that 
Lascelles is badly in debt, his obligations 
footing up several thousand dollars, many 
of his creditors being rather reticent as 
to the amount. 

When Sidney Lascelles came to Fitz- 
gerald his record was as plain as an open 
book, but notwithstanding this fact, our 
people encouraged him in everything hon- 
orable, a number of them going so fer as 
to lend him financial aid. This was done 
on the strength of stromg letters of rec- 
ommendation from ex-Governor Northen, 
Mr. Gress and other nrominent people of 
Atlanta. But they, like a number of oth- 
ers, it would seem, have been grossly de- 
ceived. In this connection permit us to 
say that Mr. Pelky is not to blame for the 
unfortunate marriage of his daughter. 
|\He has the reputation of being an honora- 
ble, upright man, and as the marriage of 
an oniy child to Lascelles, he did all in 
his power to prevent it. In his pleadings 
‘with the child he loved so well, he ten- 
dered his daughter his entire fortume if she

TOLD A STORY OF BRUTALITY 


Sailor Blanchard’s Statement to the 
Jury. 


WHY HE KILLED CHRISTIANSON 


_ 


Mate Was Beating Him with an Iron 
Pin—Seized Weapon and Killed 
His Adversary. 


~ 

Alexandria, Va., July 8.—(Special.)—The 
trial of the case of Paul Blanchard, charg- 
sd. with the murder of First Officer Chris- 
tlanson, of the bark Ingerscll, began in the 
United States court here today, and thie 
feature of the case was the fact that, con- 
trary to the general procedure in capital 
cases, the jury was drawn, the testimony 
taken, argument before the jury com- 
pleted and a verdict rendered all between 
the hours of 12:30 and 8 p. m. The prisoner 
pleaded ‘‘not guilty,” and after the evidence 
of the government was in the priscner 
took the stand in his own behalf. He told 
a tale of brutality, and constant oppres- 
sion on the part of the mate, terminating 
finally in the fight which occurred on the 
forward deck of the bark. After cursing 
and threatening to kill him, Blanchard ‘tes- 
tified that the mate advanced upon him 
With a Knife and an iron belaying pin, and 
Struck him several times; that in the con- 
fillct which ensued he wrestled the weapon 
from his assailant, and the mate having 
Seized another pin again advanced to the 
attack. Blanchard admitted that ne 
thereupon in self-defense, dealt the’ blow 
that resulted tn Christianson’s death, and 
that in fear of the wrath of the captain, 
and at the suggestion of Nicholson, the 
only witness to the tragedy, he threw the 
body into the seay By his plain, and wheth- 
er telling the truth or not, by his straight- 
forward manner to testifying, Blanchard 
made rather a favorable Impression. After 
a masterly argument of the case it was sub- 
mitted tothe jury, ard in ten minutes after 
retiring signified that they had agreed. The 
prisoner calmly faced. the foreman, who 
announced a verdict of manslaughter. 

Sentence will be passed tomorrow morn- 
ing. Under the United States law it muy 
be from one to ten years. Thus ended in 
th: short space of one day the most sen- 
sational trial with which the federal courts 
in this state have been engaged,

Mr. Watkins married 
the daughter of Mr. J. J. Barr, a wealthy 
farmer of middle Florida, and loeated in 
the state a few years ago, forming a busi-

tiv-te several hundred acres of land and 
ship immense quantities of early vegetables 
2very year. 

In speaking o* this year’s orange crop 
Mr. Watkins sai?: 

“The crop this year will be larger than 
that of last. Indeed we look for a steady 
growth every year; but it will be a long 
time before Florida ships as many oranges 
as it did before the memorable freeze of 
the winmier of 1895. We then shipped bhe- 
tween four and five million boxes annually, 
and an idea of the {mmense damage done 
is given in the shipment of but little more 
than 100,000 boxes last year. With another 
year’s growth of the trees, however, the 
State will probably ship two or three times 
as many boxes this year as last. Mr. Barr 
and myself had under cultivation in orange 
trees between 400 and 500 acres, averaging 
fifty trees to the acre. We shipped 20,000 
boxes of oranges in the fall before the 
freeze of '%, and since then have shipped 
nothing. Every tree was killed to the 
ground,- but they all put out from the 
roots and we will get a 6emall crop this 
year from them—though not enough for 
shipment. The roots of the orange trees 
were not Killed and the sprouts thrown 
out by them, belng fed from the large 
stumps and vigorous roots of the trees, 
grow unusually fast. We have almost as 
many trees now as before the freeze and 
nearly all of them grew from the roots of 
the old trees. It will probably be from five 
to eight years bofore the producing ca- 
pacity of the new trees 1s as great as it 
was befere the cold 6nap. We expect to 
make a good shipment next vear and to 
increase the nymber of boxes every follow- 
ing year, and we hope at the end of five 
years to reach our shipment of the fall ot 
1394.’”’

MRS. NACK AND 
THORNE INDICTED 


Will Be Brought Inte Court Today To 
Plead to the Charge.

OFFICERS ARE DRAGGING RIVER 


But Guldensuppe’s Head Has Not Been 
Found. 


THORNE TALKS FREELY TO THE DETECTIVES 


Tells of His Strolls with Mrs. Nack, 
but Claims That He Knows Noth- 
ing of the Murder. 


New York, July 8.—Dragging East river 
in search of the head of William Gulden- 
Suppe, the murdered and dismensbered bath- 
house operator, was begun today under the 
direction of the detective bureau. Acting 
Inspector O’Brien is iess confident of finding 
the missing head than of extorting a full 
confession from Martin Thorn, the alleged 
murderer. 

Martin Thorn and Mrs. Augusta Nack 
have been indicted by the grand jury for 
murder in the tirst degree in connection 
With the Guldensunpe case. The cases will 
be tried in New York county. 

The witnesses before the grand jury upon 
whose testimony the jury found the indict- 
ment were Mrs. Riger, the woman in As- 
toria, who sold the ollcloth to Mrs. Nack; 
August Peterson, nephew of Guldensuppe, 
Who identitied the body as that of his 
uncle; Frederick Gartner, a rubber in the 
Murray Hill baths, who also identified the 
body; August Greuning, the undertaker 
with whom Mrs. Nack arranged to get a 
surrey; his assistant, George Bockroth, who 
delivered the surrey to Mrs. Nack and 
Thorn on the day thev are said to have 
gone to Woodside, and Joseph Gartha, 
barber, who says that Thorn ccenfessed the 
murder to him. There were other witnesses, 
but their testimony was not needed. The 
accused will be arraigned in general 6es- 
sions court to plead tomorrow morning. 
There will be no further proceedings in the 
police court. 

Chief of Detectives O’Brien tonight gave 
out for publication a lengthy statement al- 
leged to hav®@® been made by Martin Thorn 
alias Tosewsk!, shortly after his capture in 
Harlem on Monday night. The prisoner, 
who gave his age as thirty-five and Ger. 
many as his birthplace, said that he had 
not seen William Guldensuppe from the 
time of the assault at Mrs. Nack’s rooms 
on Ninth avenue in February last. Thorn 
admitted drawing a revolver on that oe 
casion, yYnd during the scrimmage, he 
claimed the weapon was accidentally dis- 
charged. Guldensuppe, he says, took the 
pistol away from him and beat him so badly 
with it about the head he had to go to 
Bellevue hospital for surgical treatment. 
SeveraNKdays later Thorn says he sent John 
Gestea te Irs. Nack for his clothes. When 
the messdénger returned he said that he 
had met Guldensuppe at the flat, and the 
latter had said that he was sorry he had 
not killed Thorn, but“that if he ever met 
him again, even if he had a dozen men 
with him, bh: would go for him. About 
three weeks after the fight with Gulden- 
suj pe, Thorn says he wrote to Mrs. Nack, 
ond she answered in person. From that 
time up to the day of her arrest Thorn 
ssys he met the woman regularly, and by 
appointment, in different places, but on 
none of these occasions did he go to the 
Ninth avenue house. He says that he sent 
for her at Buck's restaurant on Tuesday 
evening, June 29th, and after the meeting 
they went to Central park, where they re- 
mained until 11 o'clock p. m. While in 
conversation there, Thorn says he told the 
woman about the finding o# t of a body 
of a man in the East rivtr on Jue 26th, 
and the suspicion that Guldensuppe had 
been killed and his body boiled. Mrs. Nack 
said that she did not tbelleve Guidensuppe 
was dead, but that she had not seen him 
since Friday morning, and did not know 
where he was. Next day, Thorn says he

Thorn said: 

“On Thursday, June 2th, I was stopping 
at Maloney’s hotel. 1 got up at 9 o'clock 
that morning and remained about the bar- 
room for a couple of hours. Then I went 
to a saloon, and meeting a barber named 
Carl, we played pinochle there until 7 p. m. 
I met Mrs. Nack after that on a street 
corner, and we went to Central park. There 
Mrs. Nack spoke to me about leaving Gul- 
densuppe and about buying me a barber 
shop in the country. I'spoke to her about 
a piace for sale at Oyster Bay, Long Island. 
Mrs. Nack had given me money off and on, 
sums of about $5 and $6 at a time, and on 
one occasion as much as $20. She told me 
that Guldensuppe had been using her bad- 
ly the last six months, and that he wanted 
her to open a house “of prostitution, and I 
then advised her to leave him and live with 
me. We left the park about 10 o’clock that 
night. Il parted from her. and going to 
Maloney’s hotel, went to bed. On Friday 
morning, June 25th, I arose about 9 o’clock 
ord went to the same saloon where 1 had 
been the previous day. There I played 
pinoechle with Carl ahd others. I refuse to 
suy anything further about that day, ex- 
cept thac I went to Maloney’s about 10 
o'clock 2. night and retired forty-five min- 
utes later. 1 got up Saturday morning, 
June 26th, and went out. I know Gordon, 
the newsboy, met me going over the 
Thirty-fourth street ferry with a woman, 
but I cannot remember. what morning it 
was. I met Mrs. Nack about 8 o'clock Sun- 
day evening, June 27th, on a street corner. 
We took a horse car to Central park, and 
there sat on a bench. TIT spoke about Gul- 
densuppe again. She ‘told me she hd been 
to Buck’s restaurant, and how Mrs. Miller 
asked her if she had net heard from Willie 
yet, and she (Mrs. Nack) said no. She aiso 
told me how she had sent Mr. Buck over to 
the Murray Hill baths to find out if Willie 
had shown up.

THE WEATHER.

EPISCOPALIANS TO 


~ DIVIDE THE STATE 


There May Be a North and a South 
Georgia Diocese. 


THE STATE GROWN TOO LARGE 


The Matter Will Be Definitely Settled 
Within a Year. 


WHERE WILL BISHOP NELSON 60? 


It Is Said That His Choice Will Be 
South Georgia—How the State 
Will Be Divided. 


A great question is agitating the Episco- 
palians of Georgia. , 

It is nothing less than a plan to divide the 
into two dioceses. It seems to be 
pretty certain that it will not be long before

the Episcopal church of America will soon 
see the ‘“‘North Georgia diocese’ and the 
“South Georgia diocese.” 

This matter came up at the fast diocesan 
convention which was. held in Macon, but 
in some way the matter was kept within 
The proposed plan was re- 
ferred to a committee which will report at 
the next diocesan convention to be held in 
May, 1898. If the diocesan convention de- 
cides favorably upon the proposed change 
then the matter will have to be submitted 
to the general convention. which meets 
next year; if the general convention ratl- 
files the action of the diocesan convention, 
the state of Georgia will be divided into 
two dioceses to be as the north and the 
south diocese of Georgia. 

The State Is Too Large. 

This change was proposed on account of 
the growth of the church in Georgia and 
the growth of the state itself. Bishop Nel- 
with all the energy he has, and he 
is a man of tireless zeal, has found it al- 
most impossible to do all the parishes in 
the diocese full justice. There have been 
many new missio® established) in ‘the 
State within the past three or four yars, 
and these ¢§l require his constant care. It 
is calculated that he now travels about 
twenty thousand miles each year in look- 
ing after the parishes in the state 

The Division of the State. 

The division of the state will bring about 
some interesting discussions as to the line 
between the north and south dioceses. It 
is said that of the larger cities, Atlanta, 
Augusta, Athens and Rome will undoubted- 
ly fall within the north diocese, while 
Savannah, Columbus, Brunswick and 
Thomasville will be within the southern 
diocese. Macon will be an unknown quan- 
tity, but it is generally belicvec that that 
city will be in the south dtlocese. 

The line will probably run with central 
county Hrfes. 

Bishop Nelson’s Choice. 

If the division is made, then will come the 
very important question: Where will Bishop 
Nelson go? Those who appear to be post- 
ed say that his choice will be south Geor- 
gia. He will have the right to select either 
diocese he may wish, and’ a prominent 
Episcopalian clergyman states that he feels 
certain the ‘bishop will go into the south 
Gecrgia diocese. 

The north Georgia dlocese will then have 
to elect a bishop, and this will of itself 
be a most important event in the history 
of the Episcopal church tn Georgia. 

Will Not Be Opposed. 

It seems to be a pretty well admitted 
fact among the Episcopalians who are ac- 
quainted with the workings of the church 
in Georgia that a division of the state will 
be to the interest of the church, and there 
will be littl, if any, apposition to the 
proposed change. 

At all events, the matter fs one of the 
utmost importance, and for the next year 
it will be the leading question of church 
government discussed among Georgia Epis- 
copatians, ;

COUNTY SCHOOLS 


WILL BE GRADED 


Major Guinn, the Superintendent, Has | 
an Admirable New Plan. 


FAVORS NINE OR TEN GRADES 


Pupils Will Be Required To Pass To 
Get Promoted. 


CITY SYSTEM FOR THE COUNTRY SCHOOLS 


The Best Teachers Indorve the Idea 
and Say That It Will Produce 
Good Results. 


—_——— —— ee 


Something never attempted before in @e 
common schools of Georgia will be put in 
practice in the Fulton county schools next 
fall. The idea is not a new one In the 
cities or in a few counties, perhaps, where 
a Special fund is provided, but it will be 
new in this county outside the cities. 

Major Robert Guinn, the superintendent 
of the schools, his formulated a plan of 
grading the schools which He outside the 
limits of Atlanta. Somebody has said that 
there is always a dark circle of illiteracy 
just outside every center of education. . 
While this’ will be denied by-all loyal resi- 
dents of Fulton, the proposed plan will go 
a long way toward bringing the country 
schools up to a Standard approaching those 
of the city. | 

Under the system which prevails in 
probably 125 counties fn the state, there is 
no such method as must follow the grad- 
ing of the schools. Every teacher goes 
along in his or her own way. Pupils ab- | 
sorb what they can, but there is no mark | 
to reach, no line to be crossed within a 
certain time. 

Probably the children are graded a erude 
sort of way by readers or other textbooks. 
There is no system of examinations re- 
quisite to promotion. Pupils may go over 
the same studies two or more years. The 
Superintendent cannot tell how the pupils 
are getting on. The teachers cannot tell 
with much satisfaction. There is no spe- 
cific good to be reached either this year or 


next or in a@ny year. 


The minimum age for the admission of 
a child to the public schools is six years 
and the maximum is eighteen years. Each | 
child has a range of twelve years in the : 
common schools. The theory of these 
schools is to simply give the children a 
thorough grading in the elementary branch- 
es. That is all the state contemplates. 
There is no design on the part of the state 
of Georgia to teach algebra, or higher 
mathematics, Latin or Greek in the com- 
mon schools, but to confine them to read- 
ing, writing, arithmetic, grammar, history, 
geography, and that is about all. But 
many public schools have classes in Latin, 
Greek, geometry and other advanced stu- 
dies. All these branches take the time of 
the teachers from the pupils who need in- 
Struction in the elementary studies. 

Major Guinn‘’s plan is to so grade the 
schools and to so prescribe the course that 
the spirit of the law will-be strictly carried 
out and the higher. branches will be barred 
from the common schools, and the boys 
and girls who have advanced far enough 
to take them up will go to the high schoeis, 
academies and colleges where they are 
properly taught. ; 

The details of the grading have not been 
finally determined upon, but there will be 
nine or ten grades. In the country, the 
school year only runs five or six months. 
lt has been five months heretofore, but 
next year it will be six, owing to an in- 
creused appropriation. Major Guinn esti- 
mates that the maximum number of years 
which a country boy or girl gets-in school 
does not exceed nine or ten. If the pupil 
goes the whole five months every year, the 
total is only fifty menths of schooling et 
most, while in the city there are eight years 
of nine months each, Or seventy-two 
months. The course in the country schools 
must therefore be complete in forty-five or 
fiity months. By prescribing the studies 
for each year and requiring written exam- 
lnutions fur advancement, the pupils will 
be stimulated to make greater exertions. 
They Will have t@ cover a certain amount 
of ground and cover that thoroughly. It | 
will not do to crowd too much into that er - 
too little. In either event, the grade sys- ‘ 
tem would be a failure. The superintendent 
Is conferring with the most advanced 
teachers in the state on the course to pre- 
scribe. In this way it will not be impossi- 
ble to strike an average of what the avere- 
age pupil can accomplish in a year. 

The record of all the pupils will be kept 
on file in the school and in the superin- 
tendent’s offlee. Examination papers will 
be kept on file in the schools and the su- 
perintendent can see from time to time 
Just what the pupils are doing. The teach- 
ers will have to keep them moving ahead 
if the pupils are capable.

Invading the East. 

From the tone of The Springfield Re- 
publican, it would seem that the gaunt 
specter which has hung over the rest 
of the country is now about to invade the 
east. The Republican says: 

Something of a halt has come over specu- 
lative enterprise as industry turns the half- 
vear corner. This is not in harmony with 
the expectations of the clique of boomers 
who have held the floor of the stock ex- 
change for six weeks, but it is in accord 
with the prevailing trade conditions. Wall 
street has been engaged in counting chick- 
ens not merely’ before they are hatehed, 
but before the eggs have been laid. The 
only surprising thing, consequently, about 
the week's reaction in stocks is that it has 
not been more pronounced, 

The admission is made that the busi- 
ness which has been hoped for from the 
passage of the tariff bill will be illusory, 
and will count for nothing for probably 
several years to come, This bill, says 
The Republican, “cannot help produc 
tion vastly when production has pro- 
ceeded for four months in anticipation 
of all its benefits in that direction other- 
wise, It cannot consequently enlarge 
consumption.” From this The: Repub- 
lican' reasons that as the country is 
stocked with a two-year’s supply of im- 
ported goods, and as there is no gap 
in the supply of domestic goods, “the 
passage of the act must become the sig- 
nal not for starting up the mills to meet 
the demand of a more exclusive home 
market, but for the beginning of the pro- 
cess of mowing away the extra supplies 
loaded upon that market in the last few 
weeks.” following as a result of this 
state of affairs, The Republican goes on 
to say: 

Extensive adjustments of wages on a low- 
er scale appear to be in order, and hundreds 
of thousands of workmen are involved in

Just What the People Want. 

In discussing the question of law re- 
form in Georgia, The Lawrenceville Her- 
ald, arguing from the standpoint that 
this reform is called for by those who 
opposed lynch law, falls into the natural 
error of such a position, after which it 
says: ne, 

There is only one safe rule in society as 
to all crimes. Let every man have a fair 
trial—a chance to show his innocence if 


he can. 
It is a reflection on the intelligence of our 


people and their integrity to say that 
juries will not enforce the law in proper 
cases. It may be that a guilty man will 
occasionally escape, but fs that not better 
than for.an innocent man to be hung? 

We need no more law. Piling up criminal 
statutes cannot change society. 

In this extract The Herald states ex- 
actly what the people want. The peo- 
ple are anxious that every man should 
have a fair trial. They are fully sat- 
isfied with the integrity of the juries and 
they are not asking for the enactment 
of any new laws. 

What, then, do they want? Briefly, 
they want:court procedure so changed 
that the defendant may have what The 
Herald asks for him—a fair trial—but 
they go a little farther and say that 
when he has had that fair trial it should 
not be nullified by technicalities whose 
only purpose is to defeat justice. ‘They 
demand that when the jury summoned 
in a superior court, lawfully empanelled, 
acting under oath and instruction of the 
judge, pronounce a verdict, that that 
verdict. shall mean something. They 
ask that the superior court of the #ounty 
of Gwinnett, for instance, should be es- 
tablished on such a basis that its work 
will mean something, instead of being 
merely a preliminary play preceding 
other trials years ahead. 

Under the present system it is not the 
escape of a guilty man “occasionally” 
which troubles the people, but that it is 
only “occasionally” that a guilty man 
can be convicted at all.

We publish elsewhere on this page an 
editorial on ‘‘McKinley Democrats’’(?) 
from The Savannah Morning News, and 
in doing so take occasion to warmly 
commend the attitude of our Savannah 
contemporary, as expressed in its excel- 
lent editorial utterance. 

It will give the democrats of Georgia 
pleasure to. know that The News, which 
has for. years occupied such a conspicu- 
ous position in the democratic counsels 
of the state; instead of joining the ranks 
of the bushwhackers, because its views 
on the currency question were not adopt- 
ed by the last national convention, has 
taken the patriotic course: which ‘might 
be expected from any genuine democrat 
ic newspaper.

The middle-of-the-road populists who 
met in Nashville for the purpose of up- 
setting their own party interests have 
gone much farther than their original 
plan suggested. They have not only 
taken action to destroy their party as it 
was organized by a regularly consti- 
tuted national convention, but they 
have disposed of its main principles 
with a complacent bargain counter that 
iz absolutely new to our politics. 

Without any aufhority whatever, the 
delegates to the Nashville meeting have 
repudiated their national committee and 
its chairman, and they have seized their 
platform of principles by its various 
tails and flung it over the fence. By re- 
moving the inducement offered for fu- 
sion in the democratic demand for 
free coinage, the leaders of the Nash- 
ville conference let it be understood 
in their addresses that the populists of 
their variety would drop free coinage 
as an issue. By thus disposing of the 
most important issue that has ever 
arisen in this country—one on which 
both the populists and the democrats 
agreed—they have demonstrated their 
willingness to dispose of any and all 
other issues in the same way. Fortu- 
nately, however, the demand of the 
rank and file of the populists for free 
coinage cannot be disposed of so easi- 
ly; and since the “middle-of-the-road” 
leaders have exhibited their willingness 
to sacrifice this leading demand of the 
party, those who favor such reform can- 
not be expected to be delivered as if they 
were so many sheep. They will repu-

Will they continu®é to stand-in the way” 
of their own interests? Will they con- 
tinue to contribute to the defeat of those 
principles that are absolutely essential 
to their prosperity?

| THE BREAK IN THE 


RANKS OF THE POPULISTS 


The last and most significant action of 
the people’s party conference at Nash- 
ville was to so amend the report of the 
committee on resolutions as to specifical- 
ly authorize the new organization com- 
mittee to call a national convention of the 
party at such time and place as it con- 
siders most available. If there was any 
doubt before the comference did this that 
it was the design of the Watson-Donnel- 
ly faction to set up an entirely independ- 
ent warty organization, this action is 
sufficient to dispel it, because such an in- 
crease in the. already manifold duties 
of the new committee means but one 
thing—it means that the anti-fusionists 
intend to cut loose altogether from the 
Butlerites and to go it alone, even to the 
extent of holding a separate national com- 
vention, 

One instinctively asks if this don’t make 
two people’s party conventions in 1900— 
supposing that ‘the people’s party will be 
alive then—a probability. The answer 
must be given in the affirmative. No man 
with any knowledge of populistic inclina- 
tions and methods will believe that these 
two committees, which, with apparently 
equal rights, are now in charge of tho 
populistic machine, are going to wrap their 
arms lovingly about each other and alt 
down in harmony ‘to lay plans for the de- 
feat of their common enemy. 
committee will declare that it is the only 
regular party organization on the political 
beach, and the Watson committee will re- 
ply that it has Been appointed by popular 
demands from the ramks as the immediate 
successor to the Butler outfit. 


At this point war will be mutually de- 
clared, but it will be by no means a war 
of extermination. The air for a moment 
will be full of flerce threats. Then there 
will be blows, and for another moment 
a cyclone of macerated whiskers will 
darken the horizon. Then the combatants 
will crawl 
editorial samctums and write about how 
they wiped up the floor with the other fel- 
lows. After this there will be as high a 
degree of dignity as populism permits in 
the conduct of both committees regard- 
ing the other, and each will set about 
attending to the affairs of the party in 
its own way. 

The will both claim proper authority to 
do this, and the public will get a good 
deal of amusement out of the tactics of 
the rival leaders. But when the time comes 
to call a national convention, or to do 
some other thing which will involve the 
populists as a national party, the two com- 
mittees will have reached the parting of 
the roads and each will have to go its 
own way with the following which it will 
have, between this time and that, secured 
for the faction and the principles it repre- 
sents. This will be the first showing of 


hands, and at this time it is a little dif-. 


ficult to predict which committee will car- 
ry off the larger half. If the showing 
took place today, Watson would wim by 
an overwhelming majority. 


But a great deal will happen before 
either of these committees is called upon 
to summon the people’s party into nation- 


al convention, and a great deal is going. 


to be done by people who are not poli- 
ticlans in 
events. In the first place, the people’s 
party is going to lose a very large num- 
ber of votes. Most of these will go to 
the democratic party on principle, but the 
republicans will get a few as a result of 
deals on federal patronage made in sev- 
eral states. Georgia is one of these states, 
and those who are keeping themselves 
posted om such matters know that a good 
deal of republican ple, for which Colo- 
nel Buck took orders before he left for 
Japan, 
appetite. 

The internal dissensions of the party are 
contributing very much to weaken it, and 
the fact that it has entirely forsaken the 
cause of free silver has disgusted many 
of its most influemtial followers. But the 
chief reason for the steady loss of support 
which is already so plminly apparent is 
that the recent action of the populist 
leaders gives no one a sufficient excuse 
for voting the populist ticket. The party 
as it stands today means nothing to the 
average intelligent voter, and its platform 
contains nothing to appeal to either his 
views on finance or to the general patriot- 
fc impulse which governs all of us who 
enjoy the right of suffrage. 


All that is good in the mutilated plat- 
form of populism today is in the democratic 
platform, and only that which Is bad or 
incifferent is left. It is likely that the 
first serious difference of opinion between 
the Watson committee and the Butler com- 
mittee will be their continual efforts to 
plug the holes and mend the rents which 
the Nashville conference left in a plat- 
form which was never noted for its solid- 
ity. The Watson committee will hold out 
for a repudiation of the free silver doc- 
trine and will make its fight entirely on 
the initiative, referendum, imperative 
mardate and unlimited paper colnage 
planks, which have either already been 
adopted or hinted at at previous national 
conventions, 

This jumble of political 
scarcely, 
among those who have been populists or 
attract to the Watson faction any new 
converts. Semator Butler knows this, and 
there is good reason to believe that he 
will endeavor to retain the free silver 
plank in his section of the party platform. 
Butler is a strong silver man, and so are 
all the other senators and representatives 
in congress who owe their election to pop- 
ulist votes. All of them are or will be 
candidates for re-election, and they do not 
want to go back to their constituents and 
make a fight on all the fool ideas whioh 
the national conference has thrust upon 
them.

THE CONFERENCES A FAILURE 


Reorganization Movement a Hollow 
Farce That Means Nothing. 


THE REORGANIZERS WILL NOT WORK 


There Is No Definite Plan by Which 
They Can Accomplish Anything. 
Division Among Survivors. 


Thirty or forty disconsolate, saddened and 
wearicd populists passed through Atlanta 
yesterday from Nashville to their homes. 

When at'1:10 o’clock. the Southern train 
pulled in there was' no crepe or mourning 
hanging from the populist car, but there 
was a shadow of gloom over the coach 
that told'the story of the dead party, whose 
demise is hereby recorded. 

There was no blast of trumpets when the 
Georgia delegation arrived. The pops 
slipped quietly In and out again. None of 
‘them went to the hotels, but nearly all of 
them took lunch at the restaurants and 
fruit stands. They were not in a talkative 
mood. Mr. Austin Holcombe, of the People’s 
Party Paper, was the most communicative 
of any. He talked Interestingly of what 
the party proposed to do and sald that it 
ws still alive. 

That the popullst party {s dead there 
seems to be no-doubt. There is no organiza- 
tion, and the only elements of populism 
that now exist are characterized by bitter 
division and civil cheos. 

The reorganization provided for by the 
conference at Nashville seems to be the 
veriest farce, and but the last effort of a 
dying party to convince the public that It 
is not yet dead. The reorganization com- 
mittee met and did nothing. The plan 
adopted provides no definite way for a re- 
organization, and the party is now evident- 
ly in worse shape than before the funeral 
meet at Nashville. The members of the 
committee have returned*to their farms 
and are supposed to be hard at work reor- 
ganizing the party. There is no system 
about the work of reorganization and the 
only work in view is that that the few 
members of the committee can do on thelr 
respective friends. 

Tom Watson may still be a populist at 
heart, but he is practically out of the party. 
He is still loved and reverenced by the few 
remaining followers of his party, but when 
he himself refuses to countenance their 
movements and conferences they can. no 
The only 
real populistic organization that exists is 
hated because Marion Butler is at its head, 
and the populists had rather return to the 
democratic fold. The removal of the free 
silver plank from the populist platform has 
wrought wonderful changes in a short time. 
Some of the leading populists themselves 
are compelled to acknowledge that this 
alone takes away the greatest strength of 
the party. Some of them contend that free 
silver’-was never a principle of the party 
and that it was merely a small plank in 
the platform. 

Traylor seems to he the recognized leader 
of what ts left of Georgia populism. He did 
not attend the national conference, but the 
Georgians speak of him as thétr leader and 
they will doubtless place him up for the 
gubernatorial sacrifice.

Twenty Thousand Members of the De- 
nomination Are Expected from 
All Parts of This Country. 


Twenty thousand young Baptists will 
move on Chattanooga next week. They will 
come from all parts of the United States 
and from Europe to attend the interna- 
tional convention of the Baptist Young 
People’s Union. This organization will be 
in session at Chattanooga on Thursday, 
Friday, Saturday and Sunday of next week; 
July 15th to 18th. 

This will probably be the largest religious 
convention ever held in the south. The 
union itself has never met in the south. 
Hundreds of Baptists are going from Geor- 
gia, which is the banner Baptist state of 
the nation, Atlanta will have forty dek- 
gates, but many more are expected to go, 
although they may not remain through the 
convention. The gréat attendance will be 
on the last day. Dr. J. B. Hawthorne will 
preach the farewell sermon on. Sunday 
night. This sermon is always the event 
of the convention. Sometimes 30,000 people 
have attempted to hear the final sermon. 

Among other prominent men wh® dre on 
the programme are: Rey. Carter Helm 
Jones, Rev. George B. Beer, Rev. Custis 
Lee Laws, Rev. J. E. White of Raleigh, 
Rev. J. L. White of Macon, Dr. Landrum 
and Dr. McDonald. 

Christian Stewardship” its the. theme 
selected for general discussion. Gne of 
the features of the convertion will be an 
“outlook” meeting to be held on Lookout 
mountain, There may ‘be a sunrise prayer 
on the mountain, too. 

The private homes tn Chattanooga have 
been thrown open to delegates. Georgians 
will make their headquarters at the Stan- 
ton house. 

Mr. W. W. Gaines. who has arranged for 
the transportation, announces that a gspvw- 
clal train will leave Atlanta at 2:30 o’clock 
next Wednesday afternoon over the South- 
ern. Both the Southern and the Seaboard 
will bring in special trains from the Caro- 
‘linas and Virginia, 

A feature of the last meeting is the so- 
luting of the flag, when the roll by states is 
called, and the respective flags are waved 
and cheered. A short talk is made by a 
member of each state delegation at this 
time, telling what work has been done 
during the year. 

The convention will meet in a new audi- 
torium. This is the seventh annual conven- 
tion of the union, and will be presided 
over by Mr. John H. Chapman, a wealthy 
merchant of Chicago. The secretary is 
Rev. EE. E. Chivers, of Chicage, whose 
predecessor was the Rev. Dr. F. L. Wil- 
Kins, the father of the union and the prime 
mover in it since its organization In 1590. 

The union includes the Baptist churches 
of Canada, and is international in its scope. 
The last convention was held .in Milwau- 
kee, at which the attendance was 10,402. 
The year previous it was held at Baltimore, 
where the attendance was about the same. 

A full orchestra and chorus of 2 voices 
will furnish music at Chattaneoga during 
the four days of the convention. 

Kach state in the United States has !ts 
separate organization. The president of the 
Georgia state union ‘Is J. J. Whitefield, of 
Hawkinsville, and F. J. Paxon, of Atlanta, 
secretary.

MR. ROBERT SUMMERS SERIOUS- 
LY INJURED YESTERDAY.

Dr. Goodwyn and the State Chemist 
Have a Round. 


DRUG INSPECTION THE CAUSE 


Dr. Goodwyn Thought He Had a Fat 
Job, but Was Mistaken. 


THINKS DR. PAYNE WORKED AGAINST HIM 


Attorney General Says Dr. Payne’s 
Position Is Perfectly Legal—His- 
tory of the Controversy. 


There seems to be a lively etir on with 
the state board of pharmacy. 

From present indications efforts are now 
being made to oust Dr. Payne, the state 
chemist, from his position on the bward. 
The leader in the crusade is said to be Dr. 
J. W. Goodwyn, of Macon, who for rea- 
sons best known to himself seems to have 
a grudge against the popular and efficient 
state chemist. 

The difference is thought to be the result 
of the action taken by Governor Atkinson 
in insisting that the resolution appropriat- 
ing $1,000 for the purpose of analyzing and 
preventing the sale of adulterated drugs 
be investigated to gee if the measure would 
allow the state board to send out an in- 
spector, 

This matter has been referred to Attorney 
General Terrell, who is thoroughly in- 
vestigating the resolution, but has not as 
yet rendered any decision thereon. 

Dr. Goodwyn, however, had already been 
employed by the state board as inspector 
and he was to have started on his mission 
of finding druggists violating the law the 
first of this month. 

Moreover it seems Dr. Goodwyn  at- 
tributes this ill luck to Dr. Payne, of At- 
lanta, and from reports has been trying to 
have Dr. Payne fired from his seat on the 
state bourd. The claim is that it ts illegal 
for one man 10 be state chemist and state 
commissioner also. 

Dr. Payne, however, does not seem to be 
alarmed. He has consulted Attorney Gen- 
eral. Terrell on the subject, who srated 
there was no illegality in Dr. Payne's hold- 
ing the two positions so long as there is 
only honor and no money in a seat on the 
state board. 

Tried To Oust Him Before. 

Dr. Goodwyn, it is said. made a simfiar 
attempt at the last meeting of the state 
board in Macon, when he tried to ret that 
body to rule against the state chemist. The 
other members could no: see .t that way, 
however, and Dr. Goodwyn lost. Strange 
to eaay at that same meeting Dr. tioodwyn 
introduced a resolution heartily indorsing 
Dr. Payne and his work. 

Prior to a year and one-half ago Dr. 
toodwyn was also a member of the state 
board, but tor some ceason was dcfeated. 
It is reported he has had an idea that Dr. 
Payne had something to do with his de- 
feat, when as a matter of fact, Or Payne 
states, he exerted every influence to have 
Dr. Gooulwyn re-elected. 

Indications point to some bad feeling on 
the part of Dr. Goodwyn ever since that 
occurrence, and his inability to etart on 
his mission of tnapection the Ist of tis 
month has brought matters to a climax. 

Sevewal days ayo Dr. Payne heard Dr. 
Goodwyn was working against him and 
telephoned him at his place of business in 
Macon. Wr. Goodwyn was reported to be 
busy, however, and did nox anvwser the tele- 


phone. 
What Dr. Payne Says. 

In epeakine of the «affair yesterday after- 
roon Dr. Payne said:"‘If there is any en- 
mity or ill feeling on the part of Dr. Good- 
wyn toward me I am unable to account 
for it. We have always been the very best 
of friends and I have exerted every in- 
fluence in my pewer to get him certain 
positions. I was the first one to suggest 
his name for the job of state tnspecfor and 
had nothing whatever to do with the gres- 
ent delay in his appointment. 

“IT think we will be able to start him ina 
few days. I do not know why Dr. Good- 
wyn is working against me, for I have al- 
wavs been his friend, both in public and 
private life. I bope the matter hus now 
been dropped and will not be resureected.”’

COUNTY CAMPS 
IN STATE'S HANDS 


Radical Change in the Government of 
Convict Camps To Be Urged. 


BILL FRAMED LAST SESSION 


Provides for State Jurisdiction of «all 
County Convict Camps. 


TURNER AND TERRELL FAVOR THE CHANGE 


Will Fight for the Passage of the 
Measure This Fall—What the 
New Bill Means. 


Keeper of the Penitentiary Turner. will 
make a strong effort to have the bill put- 
ting county convict camps under the ivrris- 
d ‘ction of the state passed at the next ses- 
sion of the legislature 

This measure, which is now pending in 
that body, was introduced at the last ses. 
sion by Reprasentative Freeman, of Coweta 
county. There was a strong fight to have 
it passed then, but serious opposition 
spraue up, and the vill was side-tracked in 
the committee room. 

Messrs. Terrell and Turner held a consul- 
tation yesterday afternoon, however, and 
both are strongly in favor of the proposed — 
change, bringing forward many reasons 
why such would not only be beneficial to 
the state, but to the convicts themselves. 
Judge Turner was the prime mover in the 
crusade, and he believes the measure will 
be passed of the 1.ext session. 

There are at present abovt fifty convict 
camps in the state at large, with about 
1850 convicts not under the jurisiction of the 


the grand ‘aries of the separate counties, 
which mect only twice a year. 

It Fas been found that in some counties 
the system is grievously poor, the camps be- 
ing allowed to run down, without system, 
proper discip.ine and without proper food 
and attention for. the convicts. 

In several counties instances have been 
found where the officials of the county 
camps were so negligent as to allow prison- 
ers to remain in durance vite three and four 
months beyond the limit of their sentences. 
This is gross carelessness, the state ofticials 
Say, and should be immediately corrected. 

If the measure now pending becomes a 
law, and there are many who believe it will, 
the location of the different camps will not 
be changed. The prisoners will be sent 
there the same as before, but the camp will 
be under the jurisdiction of Judge Turner, 
‘nstead of the courty guthorities. It seems 
to be the general opinion that the change 
would result in much good. 

The main ground on which the measure 
was fought in the last legisiature was the 
additional expense to the state. If the 
change was made it would of course de- 
volve upon the state and not the counties 
to meet the running expenses of the 
camps. This would undoubtedly amount to 
a good sum during the course of a year. 

Judge Turner would also have an assist- 
ant in his office, as he could not possibly 
perform all the duties necessary from the 
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addition to the department. He and Colo- 
“el Terrell will appewr before the commit- 
tee of the legislature when that body con- 
venes and present urguments for the pas- 
sage of the bill.

The funds for the erection of this im- 
mense Memorial structure will be raised 
by the t-me of the mext reunion, and when 
the veterans march down upon Atlania 
next year they w.ll say where this re- 
markable tribute to southern valor shall 
be located. 

It is fair to presume that New Orleans 
will not be considered, and this city will 
have Richmond and Nashville as 
rivals. 

Hiow the movement to preserve southern 
history in this substantial forma orig mated 
is well known, but the progress in carry- 
ing out the collection for the amount of 
$iuv,0400 is not generally understood,

association was an illegal organization. 
He claimed that it had been organized 
in Tenmessee and the charter obtained un- 
der the laws of Mississippi, and quoted 
several decisions to show its illegality. 

He was wilted by the thunderous tones 
of General Jackson, who informed him 
that the organization was legal, but if 
it was not, it could be quickly made so, 
and that the only reason the charter had 
been taken out im Mississippi was the 
fact that it was the home of Jefferson 
Davis. General Chalaron and others from 
New Orleans continued their fight, but 
when the vote was taken on the question 
of receiving the report of the board of 
trustees, they were buried hy the vast 
majority. 

The question as to where the memorial 
building will be situated rests with the 
executive committee entirely. The battle 
abbey will be built. The trustees are de- 
termined, and those who are pushing the 
work are not men who are riven to fail- 
ure. The building will be the grandest 
of its kind in the world. In & will be 
placed every relic of the confederacy, 
every record, every tablet which can be 
obtained to commemorate the cause. It 
will be the embodiment of the lost cause. 
Atlanta, with the proper energy exerted, 
may obtain it. ,

The Questlon Was Declded on the Long 
and Short Haul Law, 


T MAY GO TO THE SUPREME COURT 


The Bench’s Decision on the Social Cir- 
cle Case Laid Down No General 
Principle—This One Is As- 
serted To Be Like 
That. 


Telegrams from Washington received 
yesterday announced the interstate com- 
merce commission had handed down a deci- 
sion ruling that rates from the west to 
Griffin should not be higher than rates 
from the same gatsways to Macon. 

This is the same complaint which wis 
filed with the commission some time ago. 
The petitioners were Messrs. Brewer & 
Hanleiter, wholesale grocers of Griffin, who 
have figured in other cases here before the 
state railroad commission. Griffin’s rates 
from the west are made vn the through 
rate from the initia] point to Atlanta, plus 
the local rate from At!tanta to Griffin. Ma- 
ecn, which is sixty miles beyond Griffin, 
has a lower rate, because it gets a through 
rate from the west. Macon has the addi- 
tlonal advantage of being nearer the coast 
than Griftin or Atlanta and often gets a 
lower rate than either of the othgr cities 
because its rate is made on the water and 
rail against the all rail. 

The Social Circle case was very much 
like the Griffin case. There the Georgia 
railroad charged more from Cincinnati to 
Social Circle than from Cincinnati to Au- 
gusta. The defense was that the east had 
Water rates into Charleston and Savannah, 
and, indeed, Augusta had all water rates 
from the east on buggies, the article com- 
plained of, and the Georgia railroad either 
had to meet the water rate on buggies from 
the east to Augusta or go out of the busi- 
ness of handling them from the west to 
Augusta. The interstate commerce com- 
mission ruled against the roads and the su- 
preme court of the United States sustained 
the commission, so far as the long and 
short haul clause was concerned, but turn- 
ed it down ona other propositions involved 
in the casé. The court’s decision was strict- 
ly a case decision. It laid down no general, 
broad principle covering all other cases ap- 
parently similar. 

Whether the railroads will make a test of 
this Grillin case remains to be seen. They 
did not consider that the Soclal Circle de- 
cision applied anywhere else, hence 
continued to charge the old schedule a)}j 
over this territory. f 

The southeastern section of the Unftea 
States is unlike any other part of the doun- 
try so far as railroad rates and watey com- 
petition are concerned. The €0ad claim 
that the water freights are so “chéap from 
New York and othet eastern ports to Sa- 
vannah, Charleston, Port Roy), Bruns- 
wick and Fernandina that the 4} rai! rates 
from the west must be as lOW as to the 
ports or they will lose a great’ geal of busi- 
ness. To illustrate, starch /from Iowa to 
Augusta can be hauled by rail to an east- 
ern port, such as Philadelphia, and reship- 
ped to Savannah by water and sent thence 
up the river by boat for #@ rate much below 
the all rail rate to At}anta. The courts 
say that if a certain’/rate is charged by 
the roads for hauling’ that business to At- 
lanta, they must not charge any less for 
hauling it to AUughsta. Unless they do 
charge less to Augiysta they lose the busi- 
ness. And they 10, it, although Atlanta is 
not benefited. 

Rates from the. east to Griffin are satis- 
factory. Griffin/ has to pay more than 
Macon, possibly § cents per 100 pounds more 
on first-class frtignt from New York, but 
Griffin's rate isthe same as Atlanta’s, $1.14, 


and Chattanooég, 138 miles further off, has 
Atlanta’s rate.. The interstate commerce 
commission or ithe courts can say whether 
the conditions jwarrant the roads in charg- 
ing more for 4 short haul than for a long 
one.

THE CITY GOES 
FOR FIRST BLOOD 


Fight Against Consolidated for 
Transfers Begun, 


TO) RULE SPENCER OUT 


It Is Claimed That He Is Legally Not 
a Party to the Bil 


WILL LEAVE ONLY ONE COMPANY 


The Fight Is To Come Before Judge 
Newman in Asheville Monday 
and Will Be a Warm Strug- 
gle from the Start to 
Finish. 


The city made a swipe for first blood in 
the transfer case yesterday. 

The first shot in the beginning of the big 
battle to come off before Judge Newman 
in Asheville Monday was fired yesterday. It 
means much and presages the hand to hand 
struggle for transfers which is to come off 
in the land of the sky. 

Through its attorneys the city notified 
Brandon and Arkwright, attorneys for 
Samuel Spencer and others, that on Monday 
they would move to strike from the files 
the intervention filed several days ago. It 
ig clairaed that Spencer and those associa- 
ted with him have no right to bring suit 
against the city. This is based upon the 
ground that the Old Colony Trust Compa- 
ny, also represented by Brandon and Ark- 
wright, is fully competent to prosecute the 
case for Mr. Spencer and all other bond- 
holders and is in effect doing so now. Un- 
less it shall refuse so to do, it is claimed 
that the bondholders individually have no 
standing in court against the city. 

A similar motion was filed with reference 
to Henry Octavius Sexias, who was one of 
the original plaintiffs in the case, and who 
is represented by N. J. & T. A. Hammond. 
Sexias claimed the right to sue the city 
in the transfer matter because he owned 
$93,000 of the underlying bonds of the old 
Atlanta Street Railway Company, and $37,- 
000 of the bonds secured by the Old Colony 
Trust Company, trustee, and 6500 shares of 
stock in the Consolidated. The city’s attor- 
neys in their motion to strike Sexias from 
the litigation say that as to his ownership 
of the Atlanta Street Railway Company’s 
bonds, secured by mcrtgage to the Old Col- 
cny Trust Comyany, it should bring the 
suit, and as to his stock in the Consolidated 
he can only sue after he has requested the 
Consolidated to sue and this it has refused 
to do. 

The effect of this motion if sustained, 
will take Sexias out of the case as well as 
Spencer and all other intervening bond- 
holders and will leave the ‘Old Colony Trust 
Company the only party which has a right 
to bring suit to enjoin the operation of the 
transfer ordinance. The Old Colony Trust 
Company is trustee for the first mortgage 
bonds of the Consolidated amounting to 
$2,025,000 and it claims in tts original bill and 
amendment that if the ordinance is put into 
operation it will by increasing the ex- 
penses and decreasing the gross receipts of 
the Consolidated prevent it from earning 
enough to pay the interest onthe bonds it 
represents as trustee and that such action 
by the city will deprive it of its property 
without process of law. 

This is the first step taken by the city 
to weaken the case of those who are fight- 
ing against transfers. The bill was filed by 
City Attorney Anderson, John T. Pendle- 
ton, assistant city attorney, and King & 
Spalding. 

If it is carried through Colonel Hammond 
will be ruled out of the case and only the 
Old Colony Trust Company be left to fight 
it out.

TAYLOR DELK’S CASE 
COMES UP TODAY 


Argument Set for This Afternoon Before 
Beck im Jackson. 


MANY ERRORS ARE CHARGED 


Change of Venue and New Trial Will 
Be Asked For. 


DISQUALIFICATION OF JUDGE BECK AN ISSUE 


More Than Forty Grounds Are Em- 
bodied in the Motion Which Will 
Be Argued by Travis. 


Taylor Delk’s fate is trembling today in 
the balance. 

This afternoon argument will be made in 
his case before Judge Beck im Jackson, and 
an effort will be made by Attorney J. L. 
Travis to secure another trial for the old 
man. 

The hearing this’ afternoon promises to 
be full of sensational allegations, and tne 
defense will attempt to show that the first, 
second and third trials in Zebulon were far- 
clal and that Delk failed entirely' to re- 
ceive justice. The defense will claim that 
public sentiment barred the administration 
of justice and that the jurors could not 
do otherwise than find a verdict of guilty. 

There have been made many insinua- 
tions and intimations which will hardly 
be embodied in the motion for new. trial, 
but they can be seen if the motion is read 
between the lines. The matter will be 
taken up fully and every inch of ground 
will be investigated and contested by the 
defense. 

The motion for new trial does not chatge 
the disqualification of Judge Beck, but 
there have been many statements Made 
and arguments advanced which show that 
in the event the motion is overruled today 
in Jackson the appeal to the supreme court 
and the bill of exceptions will be a lively 
document. 

It is charged that. Judge Beck, who was 
a close personal friend of Sheriff Gwinn, 
Was staying at his house during the term 
of the Pike cgunty superior court and that 
Sheriff Gwinn was engaged in serving @ 
paper from Judge Beck's court at the very 
moment that he lost his life at the Delk 
house. It will be further claimed that Judge 
Beck went to the scene of the killing with 
Mrs. Gwinn, the wife of the murdered sher- 
iff. This visit, it will be claimed, disquall- 
fled Judge Beck, in that it aroused his 
Sympathy and indignation on account of 
the great wrong which had been done his 
friend. 

Another charge that will probably be 
made before the end in the case is reached 
is that after six jurors had been secured 
at the last trial, the court adjourned and 
that Judge Beck spent the night with Clark 
Sullivan, the principal witness for the state, 
and went ‘possum hunting with him that | 
night. The next day court re-convened and 
thei remaining jurors were secured. This 
has not been embodied erther in the mo- 
tion or the bill, but it may come out in 
the-record if the new triu: 1s refused. 


Dog Found in the Swamp. 


At the last trial a witness was introduced 
for the defense who swore that the dog 
which Taylor Delk claimed to have killed 
had been found in the swamp where the old 
man says he carried the dog. 

Anothew witness was introduced) who 
swore that the gun shot that Killed the 
dog on the eventful morning was dis- 
tinctly heard. 

It is now claimed by the defense that 
this testimony, in addition to other favor- 
able to the defense, was sufficient to have 
created at least a reasonable doubt of the 
prisoner’s guilt, and that it was an error 
that he should have been sentenced to the 
death penalty. 

Clark Sullivan, the witness for the state, 
claimed that he saw Taylor Delk leav- 
ing the house on the night of the murder, 
soon after the shots had been fired. He 
swore Delk carried upon his shoulder a 
winchester rifle and that he walked within 
forty-six feet of the witness. 

The defense claimed that this testimony 
was impossible,’ as the night was dark and 
there was no light, so no one could have 
seen and recognized a man that distance 
away and could not have distinguished 
whether he had a gun or not.

Chicago, June &—The bloom was shaken 
off the boom tn corn today by the unload- 
ing of some of the big lines of September 
that h4d accumulated during the recent 
advance. It closed at %@%c decline. Wheat 
had considerable foreign encouragement, 
but closed %e lower than it! did yesterday. 
Oats closed unchanged and provizions un- 
changed to 5¢ lower. 

Wheat was again in control of the bulls 
at the opening of the board today. There 
was no trading in July to speak of, but 
September was as lively as a small boy's 
‘nigger chaser,” and for a time fully as 
erratic. Trading in that option commenced 
at from 66% to 66% after yesterday's closing 
price of 66%@86l¢c. It dropped to 66@66\Kc, 
then: went skipping upward from fraction 
to fraction until within little over half an 
hour from the start it perched for a few 
moments on 67%c. From that it gradually 
dropped down again and took a long rest, 
when it got back again to 67c. There were 
various reasons for the strength the market 
displayed. The Russian wheat crop Was 
reported to be suffering from excessive 
rain and Russia to be buying American 
wheat on speculation. New York wired 
ly after the opening that foreigners were 
good buyers and wheat was scarce. Heavy 
rain in the northwest was doing damage 
to spring wheat, according to some of the 
dispatches from there. Liverpool quoted 
an advance of 8%d per cental to begin 
with, and local commission houses had ca- 
ble orders for September wheat from the 
United Kingdom and the continent. St. 
Louis supplemented the buying of the day 
before by such liberal purchases. Chicago 
receipts were 5 carloads. Minneapolis and. 
Duluth reported 335 cars, against 403 on the 
of the year before. At- 
lantic port clearances of wheat and flour 
were equal to 333,000 bushels. There was 
some disposition to realize at the opening, 
and for a time more wheat was put on 
the market than it could readily absorb.

MEASURE FAVORS THE TRUSTS 


Its Passage Will Not Bring the Prom- 
ised Prosperity. 


BIMETALLISM, THOUGH, WOULD DO IT 


People Are Becoming Convinced That 
the Democratic Party Has the 
Only Sure Plan. 


Washington, July 8.—(Special.)—‘It be- 
comes more and more evident every day 
that the country its going to look to the 
democratic party for its relief from the 

ent ills. The republicans have present- 
ed their only plan for prosperity in their 
tariff bill, and it does not require a prophet 
to see that their plan is certain of failure. 
Yes, the country is coming to the demo- 
cratic plan.” 

The speaker was Hon. Sam _ Bronson 
Cooper, one of the ablest°of the younger 
members of the house, representative of the 
second district of Texas, Colonel Cooper 
jis one of Mr. Bailey's closest advisers, and 
his views On all subjects of party doctrine 
and of legislation are sought by his fellows. 
He was talking abeut the tariff bill and 
its political effect—a question which is be- 
jng much discussed in the house, now that 
the bill is soon to reach that body for 
its further consideration. 

A Purely Monopolistic Bill. 

“There can be no real hope of the revival 
of business or increase in the employment 
of labor or of general prosperity by the 
nactment of this tariff bill, ‘no matter 
what the changes in schedules in the 
measure since it left the house. If it were 
possible to bring prosperity by a reforma- 
tion of the tax laws or readjustment of the 
tariff taxes on democratic or former re- 
publican lines, this could not result from 
the enactment of the present bill, for it is 
neither democratic nor in accordance with 
former republican ideas, but it is purely 
monopolistic. The masses of the people

They Stood by the Trusts. 


‘‘Now this fact,’’ continued the gentleman | 


from Texas, ‘‘cannot be too strongly press- 
ed home upon the people. Many Know the 
falsity of the republican pretenses as de- 
veloped in former tariff bills, but there has 


never been a bill in which this has been ‘60 


flagrant: This cofclusion is not only justi- 
fied by the provisions and schedules of the 
bill, Dut is proven by the movers and sup- 
porters of it voting against an amendment 
offered having for its object the suppression 
of trusts. And this proof of the intent, 
purpose and object of the supporters of the 
bill is beyond a reasonable doubt. When 
the bill was pending in the house its 
friends and suporters refused to let those 
who were opposed to trusts d combines 
offer an ‘amendment design to destroy 
these hurtful monopolfes, They made a 
shadow of pretense that the amendment 


was not in order under the rules as an ex- 


cuse for their action, but they manipulated, 
dodged and changed positions in rulings so 
as to prevent the proposed amendment be- 
ing voted upon at any time. In the senate 
they could not avoid the issue, and thereby 
their recorded votes admitted that the bill 
was built upon monopolistic lines and was 
in the interest of the trusts. They dare 
not vote against the trusts when the direct 
issue is made.” 

I suggested that there had been some ap- 
parent differences of opinion among dem- 
ocrats as to what was the real democratic 
policy on the tariff. 

The Democratic Position on the Tariff. 

“The differences are more apparent than 
real,’ replied Mr. Cooper. “‘The history of 
taxation is the history of the government 
and man’s ingenuity has been taxed to 
d3vise plans by which the government 
could be supported with the least burden 
to the people. The democratic idea of tax- 
ation is that ‘it should be equal and un- 
form, and that it should be collected for 
the purpose of protecting the people in 
their lives, liberty gand. their proper- 
ty, and according as they receive such 
Protection they should fairly and ratably 
contribute to their protector, the govern- 
ment, sufficient of their labor and property 
for there purposes. 

“Under our constitution a direct tax can- 
not be equitably levied and collected, and 
hence we have to rely for revenue upon 
duties, imports and excises. As democrats, 
our first duty is to see that no more money 
is taken from the people by taxdtion than 
is necessary to defray the expenses of the 
government economically administered, and 
our second duty is to see that taxes are 
equally and uniformly levied and collected. 
Those are the two essentials to democratic 
faith on the tariff—first, that no more must 
be raised than is absolutely necessary; sec- 
ond, that there must be equal distribution 
of the burdens. In this equality and a part 
of it the heaviest burdens should be made 
to fall upon the rich, for they have the 
most property and necessarily require the 
most protection from the government.” 

Naturally the talk drifted to the ques- 
tion of free raw materials. 

As to Free Raw Materials. 

“I do not look with favor upon the free 
Taw material idea or creed,’’ said Mr. 
Cooper. ‘All articles designated as free 
s4W materials are the finished product of 
sme labor. Saw logs are the finished 
2Toduct of the woodsmen, cotton and wheat 
of the farmer and wool of the sheep raiser. 
Benefits and burdens should always be 
equaHy distributed. If the tax is a burden 
the tax should be so framed as to rest 
With equal weight upon the shoulders of 
all the people; if the tariff is a benefit 
ail should equally share in its 
Profit. All tariff taxes are burdens 
«0 the consumer and benefit to the produc- 
er or manufacturer of the taxed article;

and as it is a benefit, it is to the extent of 
the tax protection. You can no more sepa- 
rate protection from tariff taxation than 
you can separate heat from the sunshine. 
The free raw material idea is pernicious, 
both from the fact that it is sectional and 
from .the very potent fact that it gives the 
northern manufacturers a double protec- 
tion.”

Bimetallism the Great Issue. 


“Certainly. It was good sense from any 
Standpoint—that is, of course, from every 
democratic standpoint. There is no ques- 
tion that it has the approval of the demo- 
cratic masses. Republican idleness ts un- 
doubtedly preferable to republican action. 
We believe that our policy has not only 
sated the country from the epactment of 
hurtful legislation, but has given us a 
distinct party advantage. Our course has 
accentuated and emphasized the two rem- 
edies that were proposed to the people at 
the last election. The republican remedy 
was protection and the democratic remedy 
was bimetallism. The republican party de- 
clared it could make the country prosper- 
ous by protection, while the democratic 
party averred that prosperity could only be 
brought about by the restoration of silver 
to its ancient and proper place in our finan- 
cial system. The people elected a republi- 
ean president and republican corgress and 
the republican administration gives to the 
country as {ts prosperity producer a bill 
whose only effect will be to add@ to the 
burdens of an already over-burdened peo- 
ple, while it puts their money in the pock- 
ets af the trusts which contributed to the 
republican campaign fund.

The annual business meeting that has 
heretofore been held on the same day as 
the celebration has been changed and will 
be held this year on July 20th, at Decatur. 
Very important business relating to the as- 
sociation will be transacted at this time 
and an address will be delivered by Rey. 
Joel T. Davis upon the subject: ‘“‘The Sun- 
day School an Actual Factor in the 
Church, Home and State.’’ Mr. Davis is an 
eloquent speaker and his address will be 
a very interesting one. 

The DeKalb County Sunday School As- 
s: ciation is the oldest organization of its 
kind in the state. A meeting of teachers 
and superintendents of Sunday schools of 
the county was held in the Decatur Pres- 
byterian church on July 14, 1896. At this 
rreeting the movement was started which 
now has near four thousand members dis- 
tributed among fifty-six schools. Only two 
other counties in the state have similar as- 
sociations—Fulton and Cobb. 

At the first annual celebration § eight 
schools were represented und one hundred 
scholars were in attendarce, Under the in- 
fiuence of this association the Sunday 
schools of the ccunty have been greatly 
improved. There are now 3,631 teachers and 
scholars with an average attendance of 
2.755. The number of volumes in libraries 
is 4,890 and the annual contributions to 
Sunday school interests amount to $1,028.65. 
Many prominent men have presided over 
the deliberations of the asgociAtion. Among 
them are Judge Z. B. Jones, General John 
B. Gordon, Rev. Willfam H. Clark, W. L. 
Goldsmith and Colonel Milton A. Candler. 
The latter was elected in 1873 and served 
until 1895, when he decitined re-election.

LUSCIOUS PEACHES 


President John D. Canningham Talks of 
the Froit Crop. 


A SHORT YIELD ALL ROUND 


Colorado, However, Comes Out with a 
Large Crop. 


GEORGIA GOES FOR THE EASTERN MARKETS 


American Fruit Growers’ Union Is 
Placing the Crop in Big Markets 
and Getting Good Prices. 


The supply of the luscious peach this 
Season will be limited. Georgia will be re- 
markably short on fruit, and with Georgia 
Stands every other fruit-growing state ex- 
cept Colorado and California. 

President John D. Cunningham, of the 
American Fruit Growers’ Union, has re- 
turned from Chicago, where he went in the 
interest of the organization. While there 
he became thoroughly familiarized with the 
prospect and condition of the fruit crop 
throughout the United States, and declares 
that although Georgia is far off on the 
yield her crop compares favorably with 
that of other states, 

As to prices, they are above the average, 
and the premature crop is selling off at a 
good rate with a host of speculators now 
on hand to take off the coming crop. This 
will in a@ measure compensate for the short 
supply. | 

As to the condition of the crop in. the 
different states, in Michigan there will be 
scarcely one-fourth of a crop. In Kentucky 
only 5 per cent of the normal yield is ex- 
pected, and in the Indiana fruit district it 
will be notably short. Colorado is the ex- 
ception this year, and will run up to 124 
per cent. It is estimated that 700 cars will 
be sent out from this state. California will 
also put up a good crop. 

Georgia Wonderfully Short. 

Georgia will be woefully short this year, 
and it is thought that scarcely more than 
100 solid cars will be shipped. This does 
not include, of course, crates expressed o1 
sent in other ways. Last year was con- 
sidered a small crop when only 400 cars 
went out. The year before 925 were shipped 
and the normal crop with the whole fruit 
acreage considered is 1,200-cars. 

The American Fruit Growers’ Union, of 
which Mr. Cunningham is president, has 
taken a great stand in the shipment of the 
present crop. The object of the organiza- 
tion is to place the crop in the most de- 
sirable markets, to prevent a glut, and to 
do away with the middle men who have 
been eating up the carnings of the grow- 
ers. From bulletins issued by this organi- 
zation the trend of the shirments is ob- 
tained and the condition of the market In 
certain localities is made known. 

“The whole crop will be very low,” said 
Mr. Cunningham yesterday. ‘“‘When the 
season first opened there was prospect for 
a good yield, but this has decreased, and I 
do not think that this state will send out 
more than 100 cars. Our stuff is placed in 
eastern markets, and we will find ready 
sale. As ‘to prices, I think they will be 
good this year. 

“No decision has yet been made in the 
appeal case which we made to the railroad 
commission and which afterwards went to 
the interstate commerce commission. 
not know what is causing the delay, but 
it costs us now $175 a carload to ship to 
New York:‘and $80 for refrigeration. 

“T hope that the case will be decided 


soon.’”’
